HITS LOWEST FIGURE SINCE 1956 SEASON 


SACRAMENTO -— Any further question - if there was 
a question - that California cotton producers are in 
trouble should be dispelled by the official December 
1 report from the California Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service in which it is stated that production 


this year was off 26 per cent compared to the 1965. 


crop, and per acre yield is the lowest since 1956. 
The report says: 

California’s cotton production is estimated at 
1,250,000 bales as of December 1, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock Reporting Service, This 
is 26 per cent less than the 1965 crop of 1,690,000 bales 
and 31 per cent below the 1960-64 average of 1,803,000 
bales. 

The indicated yield of 971 pounds per acre is the 
lowest since 1956. Last year’s crop averaged 1,116 
pounds per acre and the five year average is 1,072 
pounds. The record high yield was 1,133 pounds in 
1964. 

The acreage harvested is estimated at 618,000 acres, 
down 15 per cent from the 725,000 acres harvested in 
1965, and 24 per cent below the 1960-64 average of 
809,000 acres. 

Ginnings prior to December 1 totaled 1,149,864 bales 
compared with 1,191,580 bales ginned to the same date 
last year. The early part of the season was very favor- 
able for cotton and the crop made excellent pro- 
gress until the long hot spell in August caused heavy 
shedding and encouraged the buildup of insect popula- 
tions. 

Control measures were not effective and the crop 
suffered extensive and heavy damage from bollworms, 
lygus bugs, and pink bollworms. Prospects continued 
to decline during the balance of the season and heavy 
rains during November interfered with harvest in the 
San Joaquin Valley.
